BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT SINCE 
JUNE REDUCES UNEMPLOYMENT 


BY MILLION MEN AND WOMEN 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—(fl3)—A 


leading government economist esti- 
mated today that business Improve- 
ment since June has reduced un- 
employment by 1,000,000 men and 
women. 
The conomlst, whose figures are 
relied on by several agencies, fig- 
ured there were 10,250,000 persons 
out of work in June and about 
9,250,000 now. 
On that basis, about one-fourth 


of the persons who lost Jobs In the 
recession have been re-employed. 
After reaching a peak of more 
than 14,000,000 In the spring of 
1933, federal statistics show, unem- 
ployment gradually 
dwindled to 


6,000,000 In the summer of 1937. 
Then, the recession boosted un- 


employment about 4,400,000 to a 


peak of 10,400,000. Seasonal work 
cut the total in Juno. 


While unemployment has been 
shrinking, WPA payrolls have been 
rising. The lists wont up 
from 


2,806,000 to about 3,120,000—a record 
—the beginning of October. 


An indication, however, 'that the 
administration 
was 
looking 
to 
early WPA decreases was seen In 
a statement of Secretary 
Roper 
yesterday. Roper, commenting on 
the General Motors recall of 35,000 
workers and on other reemploy- 
ment, said; 
"It not only opens up the oppor- 


tunity 
for 
self-reliance 
through 
private employment, but lessens 
the relief responsibility of the fed- 
eral government and opens the way 
to 
Improvement . In the 
budget 
situation."

Involved In the issue will be ef- 


forts to set up a new and more 
HberaHfenslon system for the aged. 
The $30-every-Thursday plan sug- 
gested in California has had its 


counterpart 
in other state cam- 
paigns, with some candidates mak- 
ing higher old-age pensions a key 
plank in their platforms. 


The perennial farm problem will 
hold an important place on the, 
congressional agenda. 


Another long-debated issue will 
be revived In various proposals to 
revamp the neutrality law. 


Along with neutrality, congress 


will decide how much should be 
spent for armaments. 
G o v e r n m e n t reorganization- 


wanted by the administration and 
pigeonholed in the house last ses- 
sion—will be resubmlttcd by ad- 
ministration lieutenants. 
Other Issues likely to arouse con- 
gressional controversy are railroad 
relief legislation; tax revision, in- 
cluding the question of eliminating 
exemptions on government secur- 
ities; amendments to the wage- 
hour law, and monopoly control.

Problem of Sabbath Observance Is for States- 


men and Citizens, as Well as for tbe Church 
—Some Definitions and Practical Considera- 
tions.

One of the unlisted sights of 
Jerusalem, on Friday 
afternoons, 


B the activity of the "Sabbath 
police." 
These are 
the 
ultra- 
orthodox Jews, who wear curls 
down in front of their ears, and 
dress In long robes, and who arc 
of the strictest sect of legalists. 
At early sundown they go through 
the business streets where there 
are Jewish shops, and shout to 
:he proprietors to close up for 
the Sabbath. It matters not that 
he merchant may 
be in 
the 
midst of a transaction 
with a 
customer, he Is forced to cease 
business. Zionists as a whole are 
not 
strict 
religionists; but 
so 
ntense Is tho opposlton of the 
orthodox Jews that they have 
forced 
a general conformty to 


the Sabbatical laws In Tel Aviv. 
Jerusalem, Haifa, and 
In 
the 
large 
Jewish 
centers. 
In 
the 
colonies, Sabbath usage 
varies 


according to the sentiments of 
the colonists. 
American travelers are remind- 
ed of the fanatical strictures of 
the Puritans In their 
Sabbath- 
keeping. It was the spirit wh!6h 
prevailed among the Pharisees in 
the days of J#sus, 
and 
forced 
Him Into the role of a Sabbath- 
breaker. For He came proclaim- 
ing that "The Sabbath 
wan 
made for man, and not man for 
the 
Sabbath." 
The 
design of 
God In laying down the Fourth 
Commandment was manifestly for 
the highest personal and 
social 


welfare of man. 


In Ancient Lands. 


Primarily, the Sabbath was In- 
stituted as a rest day. The need 
for It was written Into the phy- 
sical structure of man long ere 
It was Inscribed on the tablets 
of stone. 
Centuries before 
the 
time of Moses, the Babylonians 
had established similar laws. 
In China, a missionary 
once 
told me that the feast days and 
holidays of old China averaged 
up to about one day In seven.

making easy Inroads upon us. 
A 
secularized 
civilization 
is 
alien to the genius of our peo- 
ple. We are Incorrigible idealists. 
We want the best things of life, 
which are 
fundamentally spirit- 
ual, for ourselves and our chil- 
dren. Our dream has ever been 
of "a nation whose God Is the 
Lord." Nevertheless, we are let- 
ting slip the Sabbath and 
the 
church and the moral law which 
alone can safeguard the sort of 
democracy we believe ourselves 
to be.Sabbath-Keeping Cities. 
Recently 
I was in Klnsgton, 
Ontario, on Sunday, that fine old 
Canadian 
city which wears 
an 
atmosphere of England, and still 
adheres to historic Christian us- 
ages. All business Is closed on 
Sunday, and there Is an air of 
home-keeping 
and 
church-going 
that affects the spirit of even 
the casual visitor. 
A city may be saved by 
Us 
Sabbath-keeping. 
, Ocean 
City, 
New Jersey, Is a delightful and 
prosperous summer resort, out- 
standingly American and 
high- 
grade in its character, and free 
from 
alien influence. When 
11 
sought an 
explanation 
of this 
phenomenon I was told that it 
Is all because Ocean 
City has 
withstood 
the 
"open 
Sunday." 
Aliens, and the rowdy element, 
will not frequent a place whero 
the Sabbath Is strictly observed. 
Wide-open Sundays meanseven- 
days-a-week work for many per- 
sons. They break down the bar- 
rier which sets off the Sabbath 
for man's higher uses. The sense 
of sacredness which the Sabbath 
implies disappears from civiliza- 
tion. Man loses this recurring re- 
minder of the claims of God up- 
on his nature. 
Sunday should be a 
worship 
day, a church day, a home day, 
a day for serious reading, a day 
to be marked 
by best clothes 
and best meals, and by happy re- 
unions of families and friends. It 
need not be sombre or austere. • 
Whatever ministers to the best 
welfare of our nature Is proper 
on the Sabbath Day. 
Most ugent of all—and this has 
a profound social significance- 
Sunday should be sacredly and 
regularly observed by attendance 
upon Sunday School and church 
services. The decline In church- 
going is co-Incident with the de- 
cline In religious Interest and in 
observance of the

ported present before the read- 
ing of the minutes of the previ- 
ous session had been completed. 
The financial report of the city 
secretary was 
received and or- 
dered filed. 


Under the head of street and 
sanitary 
affairs, 
Commissioner 


Burko reported most of the city 
streets were in good 
condition 


and was the victim of consid- 
erable cajolery at the hands of 
his colleagues. City Engineer W. 
V. Mowlam reported there had 
been

ing his permits to operate can- 
celled. It was also provided that 
a copy of the resolution bo sent 
to each taxi operator. 
The mo- 
tion to adopt was made by Com- 
missioner Prince and received a 
prompt second. 
In the discussion that followed, 
J. 
S. Roth, 
sole 
representativo 


of 
the taxi operators, 
reported 
that all of the insurance com- 
panies operating in Texas had 
been tried but that none would 
write this type of insurance. Un-

questioning he states that 
the 
Dallas taxis operated under 
a 
$10,000 cash bond maintained 


by the companies, and that simi- 
lar 
plans 
were used in 
Fort 
Worth and Waco. 
In response to a question from 
the commission, Mr. Roth stated 
that only protection that would 
be available was through the 'co- 
operation of the taxi operators 
themselves in the building up of 
a suitable fund, and through the 
elimination of the undesirable op- 
erators.

Mr. Roth retorted that it was 
the hazards of the big cities that 
were preventing tho small town 
operators from securing protec- 
tion. 
Commissioned 
Rittersb ache r 
stated that he thought tho pub- 
lic should have protection when 
they were in the taxicabs; 
ho 


pointed out there was an ordi- 
nance on the city books calling 
for this protection, and that tho 
operators should get together and 
supply this protection 
through 


the 
submission' of some work- 
able plan, or else they should 
not

celled. 
Mr, Roth reported tho various 
operators had been 
unable

protection, 
The commission was informed 
by Mr. Roth that some of the op- 
erators wore preparing for legal 
action in the event that the city 
attem'pted to cancel any permits.

limited amount of funds allotod 
to Texas for a venereal disease 
control program will be available 
November i for part financing 
of 
municipal 
venereal 
disease 


clinics 
where 
the cities 
have 
made available local funds 
for 
the project, 
It was announced 
at Austin this week by Dr. Oeo. 
W. Cox, state health officer. 


Cities that have 
appropriated 
local 
funds and 
are 
qualified 
to receive 
the 
supplementary 
state funds for the clinics 
arc 
Dallas. Fort Worth and Houston. 


Clinics 
will 
begin 
operating 
under tho plan November 1, 
at 
Beaumont, Port Arthur, Galves- 
ton and Corpus Chrlstl. 
Other cities over the state are 
studying their local venereal dis- 
ease 
control 
problem 
and 
will 
qualify for assistance as soon as 
they appropriate the local funds 
pre-requislte to 
state 
financial 


participation. 
The state funds have been al- 
lotted 
the state department of 
health by the United States pub- 
lic health service under the pro- 
visions 
of 
the 
LaFollcttc-Bul- 
wlnkle bill passed 
by the 75th 
congress. No funds for venereal 
disease control have been appro- 
priated by the state legislature 
and this lack of state funds cur- 
tails the amount of USPHS funds 
which can be alloted for the pro- 
gram In Texas. The present pro- 
gram, therefore, Is a small one 
designed to cope with the pro- 
gram as adequately as possible 
In view of the limited 
funds 
available. 
Indigent Treatment*. 
The municipal venereal disease 
clinics 
are 
charged 
specifically 
with treating venereal diseases 
among the Indigent class at no 
cost to the Indigents.

and gifts of property for such

were numerous.

passed It became clear the prob- 
lem of maintenance and develop- 
ment was a serious one and the 
legislature 
balked 
at providing 
for some of the proffered tracts. 


Many of the tracts, with con- 
ditions of their deeds unfulfilled 
by the state, reverted to private 
owners.

(/P) — Ernest Thompson, of Texas, 
chairman of the six-state oil com- 
pact commission, said today Presi- 
dent Roosevelt favored extension 
of . the production-regulating com- 
pact to Include regulation of re- 
fining. 
Thompson said he discussed with 


the president the problem of avoid- 
ing price cuts and consequent In- 
jury to Independent producers after 
the states had stabilized produc- 
tlon to the level of consumptive 
demand. 
He complained that despite ac- 
tion by the six states In bringing 
oil stocks down to the proper level 
with demand, the big companies, 
led by Humble Oil, cut the price 
of crude last week throughout the 
Mid-Continent field. 
He said the president agreed that 


If the sU- states would extend their 
compact to Include regulation of 
refinance it would have his bless- 
ing and congress would be asked to 
approve the revised "treaty."

Sheklung, on one of four islands 
In tho East River crossed by the 
Canton-Kowloon Railway about 35 
miles east of Canton.

noarlnR Tsungfa, 40 miles north-

polis. 


Japanese announced 
that the 


column aimed at Tsungfa had oc- 
cupied Taongshing, 30 miles to tho 
southeast, after 
an exceptionally 
heavy air bombardment, and push 
ed on. 


Chinese military authorities at 
Canton Issued a vigorous denial 
that Sheklung had been captured. 


Although 
semi-official 
Chinese 
reports asserted 
Walchow 
and 
Poklo, cast of Sheklung, had been 
recaptured, 
credence 
was 
given 
dispatches that a Japanese column 
on the Walchow-Canton highway 
had sidestepped Chinese defenses 
in the hills near Tsengshlng. 


If these reports 
of 
Japanese 
successes wore true, foreign mili- 
tary experts said, the question of 
what had happened to 
Chinese 


defenses was bewildering. 
Foreign military observers ex- 
pressed the opinion that actual 
defense of Canton would be ex- 
tremely difficult. 


They saw two main 
military 


and strategic motives In the Jap- 
anese Invasion 
of, South China 
and attempt to capture Canton: 
The necessity .of cutting off an 
easy source of military supplies 
for Chinese troops on the central 
front, and the creation of a gi- 
gantic plncer movement—a tacti- 
cal maneuver of which Japanese 
strategists are particularly fond. 


If the Chinese can not estab- 
lish a firm defense before such

of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, 
or the Steel Workers' 
Organiz- 
ing Committee, and In any way 
interfering 
with 
the 
rights of 


self organization of employes. 


The board, in a 
100,000-word 


decision, held that unfair 
labor 
practices 
by 
the 
corporation 


caused its employes to join the 
"little steel" walkout 
eighteen 
months ago. 


If 
the 
corporation 
does 
not 
reinstate 
all the 
striking 
em- 


ployes, it was ordered, It 
must 
pay remedial wages. 
The thousands who went out on 
strike will not get back pay for 
the time elapsed since the strike, 
board spokesmen explained- 
The 


men may apply ,for reinstatement 
and Republic Is given five days 
of grace, after such application, to 
put them to work. 
Beginning 


with the sixth day, the workers 
would be entitled to pay for as 
many days as the company refus- 
ed to take them back. 


The board did not order rein- 


statement offers to 11 persons who 
were convicted of crimes or plead- 
ed guilty to crimes In connection 
with the strike. 


The board said the corporation 
may deduct ordinary earnings of 
employes during the "waiting pe- 
riod" in computing remedial pay- 
ments, 
However, the 
company 
was told to deduct any 
wages 
earned on federal, state or local 
governmental work relief projects 
and pay It over to tho agency 
supplying the funds.

to the controls and put the craft 
down In a dark and strange field. 


A 
moment 
after 
passengers 


alighted the flames destroyed the 
ship. 


No one aboard was hurt badly. 
Among the passengers was J. 


V. Connolly, general manager of 
Hearst newspapers, New 
York, 
and E. D. Rivers, Jr., 
son 
of 
Georgia's governor.

The statute, laying down basic 


work standards for 11,000,000 wage- 
earners in Interstate 
commerce, 


becomes effective at 12:01 a. m. 
next Monday. 


Before that- time thousands of 


small employers must decide, if 
they have not already -done so, 
whether they come under the law. 
Others must draw distinctions be- 
tween their workers who are sub- 
ject to the act and those who are 
exempt, such as apprentices and 
professional men. 
These and many other questions 


held the attention today not only 
of the employers but also of wage 
hour administrator, Elmer F. An- 
drews and his staff of legal, eco- 
nomic and labor experts. 


Andrews' Immediate task was to 


issue a series of regulations clari- 
fying controverted clauses In

law, 
defining exemptions and

structing: employers on tho records 
they must keep to sho\y proper 
compliance.

THEIR GOVERNMENT CORN LOANS 


CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—(/P>—Thous- 


ands of farmers pondered today 
a decision to default on their fed- 
eral corn loans—a decision which 
may make Uncle Sam the greatest 
corn owner in the world. 


Throughout the country farmers 


whose loans on almost 48,000,000 
bushels are due November 1 de- 
bated tho advantages of default- 
Ing and giving their corn to the 
government or renewing the loans. 


With prices lowest 
In almost 


five years, some farmer* already 
have turned their grain over to 
the government- 
Loans on corn 


under seal in cribs averaged 48.5 
cents per bushel. 
The Chicago 


market price is around 44 cents 
while on the farm corn Is selling 
from 33 to 38 cents. 


Statisticians estimated the vol- 


ume of grain on which loans have 
been 
made has current market 


value of approximately $17,500,000 
less than the total of the loan. 


Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 


istration officials have voiced the 
belief most farmers would renew 
loans at 57 cents a bushel but 
they have set up headquarters here 
ta direct tho flow of corn deliver- 
ed to the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration. 


To retire a loan the 
farmer 


must pay tho face amount plus 
interest 'or deliver tho corn. 
To 


accept a new loan farmers either 
must find new storage space for 
their 1938 crop or sell the latter 
on the market. 
Loan rates for 


1938 
corn were expected to be 


higher than they wore a year ago, 


Corn turned over to the govern- 


ment, said officials of the 
Com- 


modity Credit Corporation, could 
be sold either to farmers at prices 
based on current market condi- 
tions or to tho Federal Surplus 
Commodity Corporation for relief 
distribution, or it could bo stored 
for eventual merchandising as part 
of the over-normal granary pro- 
gram.

Mich., sheriff. In confident lan- 
guage ,hc told the committee that 
Stalin at a Moscow conference had 
ordered communist agents In Amer- 
ica to boost the cause of indus- 
trial unionism, and to expand ac- 
tivity among neKroes. 


Spolansky attributed to commun- 
ists a major part In the sit down 
strikes which have broken out In 
Industry in recent years, particular- 
ly in automobile manufacturing 
plants. 


Spolansky 
told the committee 
that communists "completely dom- 
inated the C. I. O. situation In De- 
troit" and that Homer Martin, 
president of the United Automo- 
bile Workers, was "scheduled for 
the slaughter house." 


Communists assembled In De- 
troit, the witness said, to engineer 
sitdown strikes with the hidden 
purpose of creating chaos In In- 
dustry. 
"The communists don't want In- 
dustrial Injustice remedied," Spo- 
lansky asserted. "They are working 
toward overthrow bt the govern- 
ment and this cannot be accom- 
plished without general paralyzing 
of industry, widespread discontent, 
and resentment of the people to- 
ward their government."

ed the law was unconstitutional 
because

consistent 


with charters adopted by these 
cities. 


The Galveston tribunal 
held, 


however, that charters of home 
rule cities were "subject to such 
limitations as may be prescribed 
by the legisature through gener- 
al laws." 
The policeman's 
and 
firemans minimum

should be classed as a general 
instead of a local law, the court 
said, because It applied to all 
cities of more than 75,000. 
The test case brought by Dry 


did not Involve other provisions 
of the law dealing with working 
hours and vacations for firemen 
and policemen.
